"25,000 CARS ORDERED. 


New York Central Gives the Biggest 
Contracts Ever Made. 


The New York Central Ratiroad placed 


orders yesterday with several manufact- 


uring companies for a total of 25,000 
{freight cars, calling for the expenditure of 
about $25,000,000. This order exceeds that 
Diaced last week by the Pennsylvania | 
Ratlroad for 21,000 cars, which until yes- 
terday was the largest order for equip- 


{ment ever placed by a railroad in this 


country. The tremendous scale on which 
the railroads are now providing equip- 
ment indicates the pressure under which 
they are working to.care for the traffic 
that is being offered to them. 

The orders placed yesterday are for de- 
livery all through tHe year 1906. The head 
‘of one of the companies which are to 
cars said yesterday, how- 
ever, that it was doubtful if the whole 
number could be turned out on time, owing 
to the great detnands being made upon 
the equipment companies. _ 

Large as were the orders by the New 
: York Central yesterday, it is said that 
‘they do not represent the total of the 
Central’s requirements. In all probabil- 
ity more cars will be provided for to-day. 

The cars will be manufactured by a 
number of concerns as follows: The Pull- 
man Company, 10,000 cars; Haskell & 
Baker of Michigan City, Ind., 7,500; the 
Pressed Steel Car Company, 3,000; the 
Western Steel Car and Foundry Company,

It would be altogether futile, we sup- 
pose, to esk Mr. Ossorne, following 
the fine example set by Mr. FLAMMER,

His strength, already 
very great, augmented by this Repub- 
lican retaforcement, may easily grow 
so rapidly in the remaining ten days of 
the campaign as to bring him out at 
the head of the poll. . 

When Mr. JEROME ran as the Fusion 
candidate in 1902 he received 167,316 
votes to 150,184 for his Tammany op- 
ponent, Mr. UnGer. The registration 
in New York County being this year 
863,356, there will be at least 345,000 
votes cast. Were there only two can- 
didates in the field, 175,000 votes would 
be required to elect. Mr..FUAMMER’'S 
withdrawal leaves in theory. only Mr. 
JEROME and Mr. SHEARN as anti-Tam- 
many candidates. But unless a way 
shall be found to remove Mr. FLAM- 
MER'S name from the ticket and to sub- 
stitute that of JEROME a very large part 
of the straight Republican vote will Be 
wasted upon a candidate who has de- 
riined in advance.

A competent investigator, Dr. SHaw 
of Indianapolis, has found out that of 
the boy pupils of nine grammar schools 
in Providence 90 per cent. smoke cigar- 
ettes. He says also as one speaking

examination that other schools else- 
where are about as bad, and that the 
habit has laid an appalling hold on 
American youth beyond anything 
which the public at large has dreamed 


of. ‘The small percentage of exempts 


found by Dr. SHAW not only in Provi- 
dence but in other places is hardly 
enough to stand against the practical 
universality of the habit, so far as our 
tremendous army of schoolboys is con- 


cerned, at least in the cities and larger’ 


towns, where such a habit has a chance 
of escaping the attention it would in- 
fallibly receive in the schools of small- 
er communities.

The crusade embarked upon with 
such superheated zea] has in reality 
left the tobacco qu tion there very 
much as it was, those, young and old, 
who wish to smoke the weed en papil- 
lotte finding no difficulty in obtaining 
it. If corrective efforts in this direc- 
tion are to have any value, it would 
appear that. they must proceed along 
different tines from those which Indi- 
ana has marked out for them. What 
these ought to be nobody as yet seems 
to know, except a lot of ‘antitobacco 
enthustasts, and these only think they 
know. Publicity 1s the best thing to be 
thought of for a beginning; and from 
this point of view the efforts of Dr. 
Suaw, and perhaps others like him, 
are what the situation most urgently 
requires. If so large a proportion of 
American schoolboys are secretly sat- 
urating their tender systems with the 
essence of that poisdéned preparation of 
tobacco which the cigarette makers 
are alleged to use, the sooner the public 
knows all there is to be known about it, 
that the rational and not the hysterical 
remedy may be thought out and ap-

Its operation 
blights efficiency. It keeps out of em- 
ployment. a great mass of precious abii- 
ity. It puts into place, not the fittest, but 
the most éligible from the party point of 
view; that is, very often the worst. Effi- 

ciency implies the rule of the fittest: 

party rule means the rule of something 
else—not the unfittest, but of the few fit, 

the accidentally not unfit and the glar- 
ingly unfit."’ 

We have paraphrased the good old Na- 
tional hymn, “‘ My Country, 'Tis of Thee ” 
and we sing “ My Party, "Tis of Thee.’’

PARIS, Oct. 26.—The Ninth Correction- 
al Tribunal of the Seine to-day sentenced 
Elliott Fitch Shepard, son of the late Col. 
Biliott F. Shepard of New York and @ 
grandson of the iate W. H. Vanderbilt, 
to three months imprisonment and $12U 
fing, and to pay $4,000 damages to the 
parents of Madeline Marduel, who was 
kilied bY Mr. Shepard's automobile at St. 

Ouen last April 24. 
The case came up upon the opening 


of the court. Mr, Shepard was present, 


accompanied by his counsel, Matftre 
Anquetin. The defendant rose atid stood 
facing the Judge while sentence was pro- 
nounced. The Judge lengthily reviewed 
the circumstanes of the accident, and 
said the automobile exceeded the regu- 
lation speed limit of twenty-five to thirty 
kilometers an hour. Such excessive 


speed was a menace to the public, and) 


should be severely punished. . 

The Judge also pointed out that the girl 
killed was twelve years old and a useful 
assistant to her family. Therefore the 
family was entitled to pecuniary redress 
for her loss. He then pronounced the 


sentence. 

Following the announcement Mr. Shep-. 
ard and his counsel withdrew from the 
courtroom’ for the purpose of considering 
the question of making an appeal or 
adopting some other step. 

After conferring with counsel, friends 
of Mr. Shepard said he intended to appeal 
from the fine and imprisonn-ent, but that 
the company insuring the automobile 
would not appeal from the $4,000 -dam- 
ages awarded to the parents of the dead 
rl.
